Bloom's Taxonomy was created in 1956 under the leadership of educational psychologist Dr-Benjamin Bloom in 
Order to Promote higher forms of thinking in education, such as analyzing and evaluating concepts, processes, 
Pe aures, and principles, rather than just remembering facts (rote learning).

The Psychomotor or Kinesthetic Domain: 
sychomotor objectives are those specific-to discreet physical functions, reflex actions and interpretive — 
movements. Traditionally, these types of objectives are concemed with the physically encoding of information, 
with movement and/or with activities where the gross and fine muscles are used for expressing or interpreting, 
information or concepts. This area also refers to natural, autonomic responses or reflexes. 

In examining the three domains of learning it is interesting to note that while the cognitive taxonomy was 
described in 1956, and the affective in 1964, the psychomotor domain was not fully described until the 1970s.

Lorin Anderson, a former student of Bloom, and David Krathwohl revisited the cognitive domain in the mid-
